RESENT NEUTRAL 
ZONE PROPOSAL 


Marshal Sun Is Prepar- 
ing Official Statement 
Rejecting Suggestion 
Made By America.

Shanghai, February 14. — Marshal 


Sun Chuan-Fang’s local representative 


announced this afternoon that Marshal 
Sun is absolutely opposed to Secre- 
tary of State Frank B. Kellogg’s 
scheme to make the international set- 
tlement of Shanghai a safe zone, 

Marshal Sun is preparing an offi- 
cial statement in which he will declare 
that since he already controls the 
Shanghai area he resents the sugges- 
tion that he evacuate any part of it 
in order that a neutral zone can be 
created. 

Intervention Likely. 

Rejection of the American note, 
which sought to avert danger to for- 
eigners in Shanghai and possible inter- 
vention by white troops in the Chinese 
civil war, was announced soon after 
news reached here of a compiete break 
off of negotiations between the British 
and Cantonese at Hankow. This was 


declared due to the fact that Great 
Britain landed 1,500 troops here to- 


day. 

Marshal Sun’s opposition to the Kel- 
logg scheme, combined with the open 
opposition of General Chang Tso-Lin, 
the Manchurian war lord, and the 
South China nationalists serves to 
make Chinese objections unanimous. 
The nationalists are particularly of- 
fended because Secretary Kellogg ad- 
dressed the proposal direct to General 
Chiang Kai-Shek instead of sending 
it to Eugeae Chen, the nationalist for- 
eign minister at Hankow. 

According to a statement published 
in the Hankow Herald, American pa- 
per, the nationalists declare Mr. Kel- 
logg’s action in addressing the tom- 
munication to General Chiang amounts 
to a breach as serious as if the na- 
tionalists addressed a diplomatic com- 
munication to Genefal Charles P. Sum-

Four Manley Aides Go on

“DUMMY” OFFICIAL

WILLIAMS BOYS 
GIVE SELVES UP 
IN MURDER CASE 


Two Brothers Indicted on 
Charges in Connection 
With Monticello Peonage 
Case, Surrender. 


Monticello, Ga., February 14.—() 
Hulon and Marvin Williams, charged 
with murder in the state courts and 
indicted in the United States district 
court on charges of peonage, growing 
out of conditions on the, Williams 
farm six years ago, surrendered today 
to Sheriff W. S. Persons, of Jasper 
county. 

The men have been fugitives from 
justice for six years. They said to- 
day that they have been in Florida 
since they left Jasper county after 
their indictment. 

The indictments charged Hulon 
Williams with killing a negro in 1918 
and Marvin Williams with killing a 
negro in 1920. Their father, J. S. 
Williams, was indicted in 1921 after 
the bodies of 11 negroes had been 
found on his farm and is serving a life 
sentence in the state farm at Milledge- 
ville, 

National Sensation. 

The Williams case developed into 
a national sensation after department 
of justice agents began in the spring 
of 1921 an investigation of alleged 
peonage conditions on the Williams 
farm in Jasper county. 

Their inquiry developed, it was 
charged, that more than 20 negroes 
on @he farm had been killed from 
time to time and fheir bodies buried 
or thrown into the Yellow river, which 
flows between Jasper and Newton 
counties. 

The bodies of 11 of the negroes 
were recovered, leading to the indict- 
ment in the state courts of Williams 
and his three sons for murder and in 
the federal court for peonuge. At Wil- 
liams’ trial for. murder in Covington, 


tufned state’s evidence 'and charged 
that he had been forced to aid Wil- 
liams in “getting rid” of negroes on 
the plantation. 

He told stories of how negroes that 
were to be killed were chained to- 
gether and flung into the river ac- 
companied by their shrieks and pray- 
ers to be saved. Williams denied 
throughout the trial that he had any- 
thing to do with the series of slayings 
and claimed he was the victim of a 
“frame-up.” 

His three sons disappeared shortly 
before they were indicted. Leroy re- 
turned to Monticello three years later 
and asked for an immediate hearing 
on the murder charge. He later made 
bond on the peonage charge and since 
was said to have been living in Flor- 
ida.

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POSTAL REVISION 
VOTEDBY SENATE 


Amendments to House 
Bill Are Made and Meas- 
ure Now Goes to Confer- 
ence.

Géneral revision of postal rates was 
voted tonight by the senate in adding 
a series of amendments to the house 
bill proposiis reduction from 2 cents 
to 1 cent in the rate on postal cards.

Washington, February 14.—(7)— 
With the house military sub-commit- 
tee ready to recommend abandonment 
of the two bids before it for lease of 
Muscle Shoals, a compromise govern- 


ment operation bill was introduced to- 
ay by Representative Lowrey, Dem- 
ocrat, Mississippi. 

Lowrey proposed to create a corpo- 
ration with the secretaries of agricul- 
ture, war and commerce as its direc- 
tors, for production of fertilizer and 
nitrates and distribution of surplis 
power for a seven-year term. ‘The 
corporation would be given $25,000,- 
000 for its operations, which would 
be placed in the hands of a superin- 
tendent and three assistants. 


Sales on Cost Basis. 


Fertilizer production would be the 
primary function of the corporativn 
with manufacture of nitrates to sup- 
ply the army and navy with ammuni- 
tion and distribution of power “upon 
such a plan as the directors. think 
wise to adopt,” ranked in that order. 
Sale price of the fertilizer would be 
controlled by the corporation, which 
would dispose of all products on a 
cost basis. 

Lowrey predicted his measure would 
be passed by congress at this session 
but members of the military commit- 
tec, including those who favor govern- 
thent operation, doubted that the three 
weeks remaining provide sufficient 
time for a decision. The sub-commit« 
tee tomorrow will begin drafting its 
report to the full committee recom- 
mending against acceptance of either 
the American Cyanamid company bid 
or the Farmers’ Federated Fertilizer 
corporation bid in their preseut form. 

Should the recummendation be fol- 
lowed, as appears likely, the Lowrey 
proposal and the bid of the Associated 
Southern Power Companies will be 
the only ones before congress. The 
power companies’ offer has advanced 
standing, being on the calendars of 
both houses with recommendation of 
congressional joint commission, but 
because of much oppoSttion to it there 
appears little prospect that action will 
be sought at this session. 

Bids Are in Accord. 

So far as general purposes of opera- 
tion of "Muscle Shoals are concerned, 
the Lowrey and private bids are in 
accord, objection to the outside offers 
being based on the contention of vari- 
ous groups that they do not provide 
iron-clad guaranties of fertilizer pro- 
duction and power distribution. The 
long fight over the property has pro- 
duced three contending groups, one 
which demands fertilizer ahead of ev- 
ery other consideration, another favor- 
ing great power development, and a 
third for government operation to ac- 
complish both ends, but thus far no 
proposal agreeable to all has been 
presented. 

Outlining the situation, Lowrey 
told the house that the cheap ferti- 
lizer and farm relief questions have 
been demanding attention for years 
and that he knew of nothing else “‘that 
would so discredit the congress and 
the government as for us to adjourn 
without meeting these two demands.”

but not the designated party. Calls 
will be limited to a maximum duration 
of 12 minutes when other calls are 
waiting for connection.

AS TO CHARTER REVISION. 


The Constitution has received the 
following ‘personal’ letter—there- 
fore his name is purposely withheld 
—from one of the most active and 
influential members of the city 
council, and one in whom the peo- 
ple generally have the utmost con- 
fidence: 


“IT have noticed several articles in 
your paper aboit the water rate and 
our form of government. 

“You sometimes do us an injustice 
by not making it clear how we were 
forced to raise the rate against our 
will, due to the extravagance of the 
school department. 

“In other words the school depart- 
ment can spend its head off, and can 
advocate and get away with anything, 
and instead of putting your finger 
squarely on the trouble, it is passed 
on to us and made an argument as 
to why the charter should be changed 
—and the joke of it is that the chang- 
ed charter will perpetuate the same 
identical system under which an enor- 
mous deficit was incurred, 


“A charter amendment of a few 


eae: but that the school board 
had left the one black blot upon the 
page, a record of its own making, 
and in which council had no part. 

The same school board is now ad- 
vocating a charter amendment giv- 
ing it direct taxing power—a pro- 
vision which the people of Atlanta 
will overwhelmingly oppose, as they 
should.

ANOTHER VALIDATION! 

The decision of the United States

In 1925, the latest year fully re- 
ported, there were just eight cities in 
the United States that had more homi- 

cides than. Atlanta. 
As yet no satis- 
factory explanation 
has been given as 
to why Atlanta 
ranked so low as 
ninth in its output 
of human killings 
of a quasi criminal 
character.

All the rates above 20 per 100,000 
of population were in southern cities, 
being 59 in Memphis, 54.5 in Birming- 
ham, 39.1 in Atlanta, 37.2 in New Or- 
leans, 27.9 in Nashville, 27.3 in Dallas 
and 27.3 in Houston. 

The usual explanation for these 
larger rates in southern cities is the 
greatly larger proportion of negroes in 
their populations, and it is the fact 
that in them the negroes do the ma- 
jority of the criminal homicides.

Our Proneness to Kill. 

There is a general impression in this 
country that southerners are more 
prone to kill their personal adversaries 
than are the men of other sections of 
the nation. That impression is hard 
to accept, but it is not a far wrong 
one. Those of us who are to the man- 
ner born and know the common feeling 
of our fellow-citizens do not need cold 
figures to tell us that we do carry a 
quicker homicidal complex than any 
other breed, perhaps, except the 
Sicilian and the negro. 

There are various inherited, tradi- 
tional and psychical reasons given for 
the fact, but none of them amounts to 
a justification of its prevalence. 

_ We have been bred and brought up 
in an atmosphere saturated with the 
sentiment that one’s rights and honor 
must be vindicated “even unto blood.” 

The old code duello is now obsolete, 
but the evil seed of its sentiments re- 
main in our social soil. Personal af- 
fronts too often assume with us south- 
erners the magnitude of “mortal 
wrongs” for which there can be no 
adequate atonement other than wiping 
the offender off the earth. Where 
men elsewhere get a policeman, a war- 
rant, or a lawyer, we get a gun and 
resolve to “kill, or get killed!” 

The results of our nursing that 
spirit are read in the bloody record 
from which the above citations are 


made,

Atlanta Doubles Chicago. 

Some persons may, with a heat of 
indignation, repudiate the statement 
that we southerners are a people of 
murderous inclinations. 

But what answer do we make to 
the facts? 

Chicago had 563 homicides the same 
year that Atlanta had 91, or more 
than six times our rate. But Chicago 
had 12 times more population and 
Atlanta’s rate of 839.1 +o the 100.000 
was more than double that of 18.8 in 
Chicago. The majority population of 


Chicago is of foreign extraction,.while 
less than two per cent of Atlanta’s 
people are of that sort. 

In the cities of this country having 
100,000 population or over, the, homi- 
cide rate has steadily increased dur- 
ing the present century. In 1900 it 
was 3.4 per 100,000 and in 1925 it 
was 11.1, or largely over three-fold. 

It is not exact to say that the in- 
crease was due to lighter regard for 
human life gendered by the passions 
and experiences of the world war. In 
the world war years the number of 
homicides ranged around 2,000 fier 
year; in 1924 they were 2,682 and in 
1925 were 3,208. 

So the increase must be due to the 
growing spirit of lawlessness that is 
all too evident in the daily life of our 
people. 

” = * 
Are the Courts to Blame? 

The best authorities in the nation 
are practically agreed that this in- 
creased lawlessness is largely charge- 
able to the laxity of our céurts in en- 
forcing the laws for the punishment of 
criminals. 

Chief Justice Taft has recently 
svoiced a stinging indictment to that 
effect. He said: 

“The administration of criminal law 
in the United States is a disgrace to 
civilization, The trial of a criminal 
seems like a game of chance, with all| 
the chances in favor of the criminal, 
and if he escapes, he seems to have 
the sympathy of a sporting public!” 

Nothing more true and more damn- 
ing to our courts and judges has ever 
been uttered by a responsible author- 
ity in all our history. 

Judge Charles Evaits Hughes, ia his 
address as president of the American 
Bar association, was equally scorching 
in his arraignment of our lawless re- 
cord, He said: 

“We have a shocking prevalence of 
crime, and of crimes of violence, in- 
fractions of the plainest requirements 
of civilized society about which there 
is no debate. Our capacity to protect 
life itself is in question. There is a 
manifest failure to secure, through an 
adequate administration of our crimi- 
nal laws and appropriate punishment 
of crimes, the deterrent effects which 
are in large part the objects of these 
laws.” 


Where to Find the Remedy. 

It is also commonly agreed by the 
most eminent authorities that, lacking 
a universal conversion of the people 
to the religion of law obedience, the 
only available remedy for the reign of 


lawless lies in the hands of the legisla- |/ 


tures of the states. 

Forty of them are now doing busi- 
ness at their state capitals and it will 
be interesting later in the year to 
study their acts and estimate how 
much they may have done to simplify 
the processes of justice and insure 
public protection from the criminals 
who are now joyriding over the 
country. 

The chief demand arising from pres- 
ent conditions is the simplification of 
criminal pleadings and the speeding 
up of trials. An unquestioned major- 
ity of the criminals who “beset the 
courts” do so on trivial technicalities 
that meticulous judges aid and abet. 

Another demanded reform is the 
limitation of continuances. causes for 
néw trials, and abolition of suspended 
sentences, 

And a third help would be to de- 
prive governors of any power to com- 
mute a prison sentence or pardon a 
convict. Recent events in_ several 
states have made “executive clemency” 
one of the greatest farces in our 


scheme of government.

KILLING THE PAIN, ALSO THE 
PATIENT. 

Salicylic acid and its derivatives, 
such as sodium salicylate, acetyl, sali- 
cylic acid ester (more commonly 
known as aspirin), are jusiiy famed 
as in killers, particularly in cases 
of joint inflammation, nerve inflam- 
mation, the general aches of malaise 
(as in the onset of various feverish 
illnesses), and just vague aches or dis- 
comforts (too often fancied by the 
patient as an excuse for indulging ia 
the drug he craves). 

..ow it is the general consensus of 
sound medical opinion that an oc- 
casional dose of aspirin— which is no 
longer a proprietary medicine but a 
drug which anyone can manufacture 
and sell—is harmless for normal in- 
dividual. But there can be no ques- 
tion that the popular abuse of this 
pain killer is harmful to most per- 
sons and dangerous to some. By 
abuse I mean the bad habit of resort- 
ing to a dose of aspirin on the slight- 
est pretext, a trifling of imaginary 
headache, a sense of fatigue, or worze 
still, doping oneself with, this meti- 
cine in anticipation of some such dis- 
comfort, as some aspirin inebriates 
do 


In any dose or any circumstances 
it is probable that aspirin is less in- 
jurious, less dangerous than the older 
and cheaper pain killer, acetanilide, 
which is the “kick” in a thousand nos- 
trums which purport to “cure” coids, 
headache, neuralgia, fatigue, anxiery, 
worry, or any other sensation or con- 
sciousness the buyer may have in his 
head. In spite of the conspiracy to 
conceal certain forms of murder from 
the public, numerous fatalities from 
acetanilide taken in “perfectly haria- 
less’ nostrums are on record in the 
form of coroners’ verdicts, which are 
thoughtfully suppressed as unfit read- 
ing for the dear public. Occasionally, 
alarming poisoning ocurs from aspi- 
rin, perhaps in an individual with an 
idosyncrasy. recall no fatalities 
from this pain killer, however. Still, 
for my own comfort—and I certainly 
like comfort when I can have it at a 
reasonable price—I should prefer to 
worry along with a moderate head- 
ache, or almost any ordinary ache, | 
pain or misery, without a shot of as-| 
pirin, though I should take a dose of | 
aspirin in preference to any other pain | 
killer I know, if I simply had to get 
relief from severe suffering. 

Salicylic acid and its derivatives 
gained their reputation as pain killers | 
years ago in the treatment of severe} 
joint inflammation. Some form of) 
salicylate is the most grateful reme- 
dy we have today for the tortures of 
inflammatory rheumatism (rheumatic 
fever, acute multiple infectious arth- 
ritis.) In which form and in which 
manner to administer this medicine 
is a problem which taxes the skill and 
judgment of the physician. But al- 
though it relieves the pain, the great 
comfort that the salicylic compound 
thus gives the patient has in it an ele- 
ment of danger, for too often the pa- 
tient and his friends or family as- 
sume that this means a cure and the 
patient is permitted to attempt activ- 
ities which greatly increase the 
chance of a lodgment of the specific 
germs in the lining of the heart. 

These salicylates have little if any 
effect upon the disease itself, cither 
in the joints or in the heart, but 
merely benumb consciousness of suf-

His motto was, “Ye cannot serve 
God and Mammon ;” his practice, that 
each member of the fraternity he 
founded should esteem himself the 
least and most unprofitable of all. 
“He that will be chief among you,” 
said St. Francis, “let him be your 
servant.” In this spirit he sent out 
his fraters to evangelize the nations. 

His exacting discipline was honest- 
ly believed impossible by many good 
men. But others obeyed it gladly 
eause he clothed it with a spiritual 
romance and a joy beneath which 
was his unfailing courage, and above 
all, his constancy. For these and 
other reasons Christians of every cred 
and many Jews revere his hallowed 
memory and respond to his influence.

A few hours in a car and 
you are in summer's enchanted realms 
or snugly lodged in your city home, 
according to your desire. 

Whatever town or country can do 
for us will soon be within the reach 
of the majority. The contrasts be- 
tween vacation days and the lights of 
the city gleaming gratefully throngh 
the dripping gloom of an autumn eve- 
ning are destined to be widely extend- 
ed experiences. 

So why discuss the comparative mer- 
its of the rural regions and the cities? 
Marry them and let Henry Ford tie 
the knot.

Hull, England, February 14.—(/)— 
Ten persons were killed and more than 
fifty injured in a head-on collision 
between two trains this morning out- 
side the Paragon station at- Hull.

Nothing, except his revoking, could 
prevent B from making the small 
slam which he had bid, and both A 
and B took good care that their side’ 
did not revoke. B made his small 
slam, counting 750 for the slam bid 
and made 500 points for the rubber 
game and 100 points for honors. This 
was quite a different story from what 
A might have had to tell in case he 
had been allowed to play the hand at 
spades. He must have lost. three 
trump tricks: unless the opening lead 
had happened to be a heart A would 
have also lost a diamond trick, mak- 
ing him two tricks down, or 200 points 
loser, because he was vulnerable.

Washington, February 14.—(/)— 
A petition urging President Cvolidge 
to remove discriminations against 
their race was presented to him to- 
day by a committee of negroes rep- 
resenting organizations in New York, 
Boston and other northern cities. 

The committee, headed hv the Rev. 
George Frazer Miller, of New York, 
asked the president to take steps to 
end “racial segregation” in the federal 
civil service whereby some officials 
“are attempting to perpetuate an of- 
ficial caste system based upon color.” 

Referring to recent lynchings in 
South Carolina and other states, the 
petition urged Mr. Coolidge to send a 
special message to congress urging 
early enactment of the Dyer anti- 


lynching bill. 
An investigation by the attorney 
general of “the whole question of dis- 


franchisement of persons of color in 
the states of the south” was aske 
“so that you may be informed of 
the grave peril to the peace und per- 
petuity of our government.”

We are notified by Al Martin of the Atlanta boxing commission that 
steps will be taken to formulate rules for wrestlers performing in Atlanta 
rings with the object of preventing undue roughness. 


Such a move deserves nothing but commendation, A re- 
cent match between Rough Richard Daviscourt, who takes pride 


in his much touted ability to out-rough opponents, and Jim 
Browning who takes pride in his ability to meet roughness with 
roughness, was anything but a wrestling match and while it 
appealed to many atavistic spectators as a great exhibition it 
was by no stretch of the imagination a wrestling match, 


If wrestlers care to win their battles by the use of fists they should 
be matched with gloves rather than having their efforts billed as wrestling. 
Such a travesty as was witnessed at the city auditorium two weeks ago 
when Browning and Daviscourt battled can do no possible good for the 


game, 


Such matches as were seen when the two above named 
gentlemen met aré not by any means the rule in Promoter 
Contos’ shows and such rulings as the commission plans to 
make would be needless in most of the matches where con- 
testants are engaged who know the rules of the ring and ob- 
serve them. But if the commission would make a set of rules 
for wrestlers to follow there would be even fewer of the 
grapplers resorting to questionable tactics and the result would 
be a greater preponderance of real wrestling—what the fans 
pay their money to see. There may be a few fans who preter 
a fight to a wrestling match when the latter is on the bill but 
most of the customers would rather see clean wrestling where 
brains a:.4 -kill are pitted without the reinforcement of unfair 
tactics. 


The commission is also making a good move in its plan to look 
carefully into the records of prize fighters who are billed for appearance 
in Atlanta. The arbiters of the manly art of self-defense are now probing 
the past of Homer Smith who is billed to fight Young Stribling here on 
February 22. An investigation which should bear some fruit. Smith is 
not inexperienced but if he has not done a Mike McTigue he is a ‘has 


been.” 


This matter of matching inexperienced boxers is quite 
legitimate if they are billed as such but the billing of ham-and- 
eggers as championship material may be potentially true but 


materially deceiving.

It is a very sound rule of invest- 
ment practices to give preference to 
the securities of those corporations 
which have demonstrated over a long 
period of years a steady earning power 
and a secure foothold in a field of 
profitable business. That is a rule to 
which the small investor and the inex- 
perienced investor should hold stead- 
fastly. But it can be said, without 
disputing the value of this course, 
that such a rule may be carried to ex- 
cess, and that the investor who has 
sufficient financial knowledge and 
capital resources may sometimes with 
advantage step outside these limits, 


_ It may sound strange to say that an 
investment may be too safe, but the 
assertion is true. The wealthy man 
with ample income and with a big 
back-log of sound securities would be 
wasteful of his investment capital if 
he bought only United States govern- 
ment bonds, the safest security in the 
world, yielding about 4 per cent, when 
he easily could obtain a bigher re- 
turn. Such a man can afford to use 
a smaller part of his c.ipital taking 
chances in sensible speculations that 
a person of modest or small income 
would be foolish to take. Likewise, 
the young man, favorably situated and 
with increasing earning capacity, is 
not wrong in occasionally taking rea- 
sonable risks with a part of his sur- 
plus. But the widow or person of 
small means would be foolish to take 
such risks. It is for wealthy men and 
for younger men, fairly well-establish- 
ed and with growing earnings, to take 
chances in developing new businesses 
and other speculative risks in the hope 
of long profits. They need not be great- 
ly hurt if the enterprise fails and they 
lose their money. 


But when the average investor steps 
outside the field of conservative in- 
vestments, he is called upon to exer- 
cise the greatest caution. He must 
carefully determine the exact amount 
of risk he can afford and do his buy- 
ing with his limitations in mind. He 
should avoid the extremes of gambling 
and the dangerous uncertainties of 
new enterprises. He should look for 
those companies which have demon- 
strated a satisfactory earning power, 
and which give fair promise of healthy 
growth and a prosperous future. For 
him safety should be the first consid- 
eration,

New York, February 14.—Construc- 
tive dividend developments, coupied 
with the widespread dissemination of 
a bullish interview by a leading mar- 
ket operator, furnished the stimulus 
for another advance in prices ia to- 
day's stock market.

New York, February 14.—A new 
high average price for all time was 
established today for 50-representative 
stocks, half rails and half industrials. 
The. market was active, broad and 
strong for both industrials and rails. 

In many respects the stock market 
now being witnessed recalls the market 
of last ‘April. At that time the rank 
and file in Wall street and other 


financial centers was bearish and 
heavily short of stocks. Under able 
leadership the market was turned com- 
pletely around, starting on an upward 
price movement that continued with 
temporary setbacks until a new high 
average price for fifty stocks was es- 
tablished as late in the year as De- 
cember 20 at 142.35. On January 25 
of this year the average was down to 
135.82. Last Friday a new high 
average price for all time was estab- 
lished at 143.10 with another new 
high made today. 

The corner on Wheeling & Lake 
Frie started the remarkable change 
that has taken place in the stock mar- 
ket within the last week. That epi- 
sode showing plainly what might hap- 
pen in other stocks took the heart 
out of the outstanding large short in- 
terest in the stock market. 

Then at the close of last week W. 
C. Durant who had much to do with 
turning the stock market face about 
last April cancelled his long planned 
vacation abroad and in a widely pub- 
lished statement came out in the open 
with pronounced bullish stock market 
views. Expressing the belief that the 
“short interest in the stock market is 
now enormous, probably larger than 
ever before,” Durant added: “Per- 
sonally I am absolutely certain that 
stocks will go up to put it very mildly, 
when these bears finally realize that 
they cannot get back their stocks 
without starting something. In two 
or three stocks at least a very large 
part of these entire shares outstand- 
ing had been borrowed by the shorts. 

Real Buying. 

In some cases the real buying that 
is going on in the stock market is un- 
mistakable. In many cases, however, 
it is perfectly plain that the upward 
price movement is the result of highly 
speculative pool manipulation based 
first on the large outstanding short in- 
terest, next on the nationwide adver- 
tising that the stock market has re- 
cently had in the Wheeling and Lake 
And next on the know!l- 
edge that the right people in financial 
and stock market circles are friendly 
to an upward price movement. 

It bas been many a long day since 
stock market pools were offered a 
situation such as that now existing 1n 
railroad shares. In twenty years while 
industrial, oil and public utilities com- 
panies have been increasing the 
amount of outstanding stock and then 
turning around and doing it all over 
again the outstanding stock of the 
railroads has remained practically un- 
changed. With no new railroad stock 
coming on the market the outstand 
ing railroad stock has gradually been 
absorbed by individual investors and 
speculators and by the railroads them- 
selves for merger purposes. With the 
railroad merger situation becoming 
more clearly defined any effort to ac- 
camulate any sizeable block of rail- 
road stock immediately starts the price 
of the stock to climbing. A more per- 
fect situation from this viewpoint of 
pool managers could not be made to 


order. ’ 
Caught Napping. 

All of the buying for control, how- 
ever, is not taking place in the rail- 
roads. From what is heard in reliable 
circles here it is only a question of 
time until changes take place in the 
board of directors of Steel 
Car company. It is understood that 
the Pittsburgh erowd long in control 
of Pressed Steel Car was caught nap- 
ping by Wall street interests under 
the leadership of Whalen. 

For the last week rumors have been 
quietly circulated that efforts were 

ing to be made to revive speculative 
interest in motor shares on _ the 
strength in the peariy seasonal buy- 
ing of cars. The talk here is that 
Durant cancelled his steamship reser- 
vations with the idea of taking part 
in the expected upward price move- 
ment in motors. Durant was credited 
with being a large buyer in General 
Motors toda 


stock against $196,000 or 98 cents a 
share for 1925. 

This remarkable recovery in earn- 
ings was made with the company op- 
erating for 1926 at an average of only 
40 per cent of capacity. Speculative 
Wall street knew that the company 
was operating last year at less than 
half of capacity but not knowing how 
much money was being made, because 
no quarterly reports of earnings ‘are 
issued many traders went short of the 
stock and were caught in a trap. No 
sympathy is being voiced for the losses 
suffered by the shorts in Baldwin but 
the failure of the company to give out 
any earnings during the year affords 
a striking illustration of what Prof. 
Ripley is talking about in criticising 
companies that do not give sharechold- 
ers sufficient information. This time 
the lack of information worked against 
traders. selling Baldwin short. Next 
time it might work against holders of 
long stock.

The 
original receipt for the shares signed 
by Colonel Miller was placed in evi- 
dence, 

The number of the Liberty bond is 
the same as that on a package con- 
taining $391,000 in Liberty bonds 
which Merton turned over, plus $50.-
